Strikers Submit Proposition. 


From the first it was insisted that a definite 
written proposition should be made by the 
workers. After an hour of preliminary 
skirmishing, this was prepared by the strike 
leaders and given tothe packers. It follows: 

No. 1. That all employés who left their positions 
by reason Of the etrike noticeof July 12 be reém- 
ployed within three days and placed in their old 
positions, this to be carried out without prejudice 
or discrimination. 

No. 2. That the packing companies agree to pay 
the rate of wages which prevailed prior to the ex- 
piration of the last agreement, pending arbitration. 

No. 3. The arbitrators shall be constituted as fol- 
lows: One reprem@mtative of the packing compa- 
nies, one representative of the A. M. C. & B. W. 
ef N. A., these two to select a thirdmember. The 
two first named shell meet within forty-eight hours 
after the resumpt of work, proceed to elect the 
third «member, and shall meet daily for that pur- 
pose until this duty has been completed. 

No. 4. When the third member has been selected 
the three shall meet daily, less adjournment be 
had by unanfmous consent, unti! a final conclu- 
sion has been reached andthe award made. The 
three arbitrators shall be practical packing house 
men. 

No. 5. Upon the agreement of the above by the 
packing companies and the representative of the 
A M. C. & B. W. of N. A. the latter will submit 
the same to the membership with a favorable rec- 
ommendation for its acceptance, and, if approved, 
will, within twenty-four hours, declare the strike 
at an end and work to be resumed. 

No. 6. That the wage scale and working condi- 
tions in the agreement proposed by the A. M.C. & 
B. W. of N. A. be submitted to arbitration, and the 
award in wages made by the arbitrators to take 
effect from the time of the resumption of work, 
but no award shall be made involving a reduction 
In. wages. 


Packers Find Obstacles. 


This was taken up by sections by the em- 
ployers when they had retired to an office 
by themselves. Objections were raised 
the first, second, and third clauses. The 
packers did not wish to bind themselves to 
take back, at once, all of the strikers. “Many 
new men have been hired since the beginning 
of the struggle who, they argued, should be 
retained.

Employers Reject Proposition. 


At 6 o'clock the packers had decided upon 
Their reply. It was in the nature of a letter 
tm response to the communication from Presi- 
Gent Donnelly which was written Wednesday 
night atthe suggestion of the members of 
the Illinois state board of arbitration. and 
Was as follows, directed to President Don- 
nelly: 

Dear Sir: In reply to yours of July 13, and your 
“planation of what you are willing to arbitrate. 
We cannot accept the same. We are willing to 
arbitrate the whole matter, covering wages and 
working conditions of all employés out on strike. 
you having the privilege of bringing before the 
arbitrators for decision any question of wages or 
conditions, or any other grievance you may think 
you have, we to have like privilege, and both to 
abide by the decifion of the arbitrators. We will 
retain all men now at work, and wil! reémploy all 
the men now out, as fast as possible, giving pref- 
erence in orger of application for work, employés 
to return to work at the wages received when going 
on strike, pending the decision of the arbitrators. 

- The letter was signed by each of the mem- 
bers of the packers’ committee. 


Offer Made by Donnelly. 

Donnelly’s communication, which led to 
the reopening of negotiations, and which was 
not made public until last night, follows: 

Chicago, July 13.--J. O. Armour, Esq.—Dear 
Sir: Your esteemed favor of July 11 was duly 
received and, according to agreement, I made every 
effort to reach K. H. Bell on the telephone on 
Monday last. Being unable to reach him. I de- 
veided that the packers had their minds made up 
that all negotiations were broken off. I desire. 
however, to say that our organization has never 
refused to arbitrate any quéstion, and while I

want to say that we are yet willing to arbitrate 
,on certain conditions. I hope that vo will not 
misconstrue the meaning of this letter, that while

on what terms our people will arbitrate. Re- 
epectfully yours, M. DQNNELLY. 
_ As soon as the statement of the packers 
had been given to the men the meeting ended. 
The offer was taken under advisement by the 
union delegation’and a reply will be given 
this morning to Mr. Armour. when both com- 
mittees again will be called together for fur- 
ther consideration of the peace terms. 
“Under no considerations can we accept 
the packers’ offer,’’ said President Donnelly 
at the close of the conference. ‘“* There are 
parts of it highly objectionable to us.”

STRIKE FELT IN OTHER CITIES.

The strike of packing house employés at 
the centers of the industry outside of Chicago 
continued yesterday without disturbances. 
The men out were reported to be attending 
to their own business and many of the plants 
affected resumed killing, although on a 
Smaller scale and with’a limited force. The 
strikers appeared to expect a successful con- 
' ¢lusion to the peace negotiations pending in 
Chicago. | 

The effect of the strike was keenly felt in 
the east, where the advanced prices and 


luxury to the poorer classes. In Greater 
Wew York on the east side purchases were 
ma@e by ounces. Vegetarians were advo- 
cating the substitution of peanuts for meat. 
The “ goobers ”’ are declared to contain more 
nutriment and are recommended to be partly 
boiled.

MEAT PRICES HOLDING FIRM.

Satisfied with the increase in meat prices 
on Wednesday, the packers yesterday made 
no further advance. The orders filled at the 
wholesale packing house markets were 
heavier than they had been on any day pre- 
viously since the beginning of the strike, 
This was accepted by the market men a5 an 
indication that the retail ‘dealers are seeking 
to secure a stock large enough to meet de- 
mands if their supply should be cut off. ' 

The position of the packers was outlined 
by an official of one of the largest houses. 

“The situation warrants our making 
further increases in meat prices in order 
partially to offset the losses of the strike,” 
he sald. ‘‘ We are not doing so, however, 
lest customers will think we are taking ad- 
vantage of the strike to make an additional 
profit. All of ‘the packing houses are dis- 
posed to sell as cheaply as possible as long 
as the meat lasts.” , 

The retail market men continued to raise 
the prices during the day. In the smaller 
markets especially advances of % to 1 cent 
were made ,over of 
2 to 6 cents. : 

At the Swift plant it was stated that 1,000 
hogs and 800 cattle had been dressed. Nel- 
son Morris & Co. killed 200 cattle, the same 
number of hogs,, and fifty calves. At the 
Armour plant it was said several hundred 
cattle and hogs had been killed, but prac- 
tically no slaughtering was done elsewhere.

mour & Co., has made several unsuccessful 
attempts to use independent abattoirs here 
to slaughter beef in order to supply the local 
market. He weat into Virginia and bought 
a large number of cattle, expecting to have 
them slaughtered.at independent abattoirs> 
When his. parpose became known to pro- 
Frietors of al slaughter houses they 
summoned their,employés and informed the 
latter that they would not be called upon 
to slaughter to make up for any deficlency 
caused by the strike in the west. , 

Graham then visite@ the central market 
and engaged nonunion men, whom he pro- 
posed to use in slaughtering cattle. He still 
was lacking a place where cattle could be 
killed. He attempted to make arrangements 
by which nonunien men could go into the 
slaughter houses and kill cattle. This prop- 
osition promptly was refused by all the pro- 
prietors except one, and he has not yet given 
a decided answer. If he consents to the.use 
of his establishment by nonunion men a 
strike probably will be the result, and.the

PAUL KRUGER 
DIES IN EXILE 


Last President of the Boer.} 


Republic Passes Away in. 
Switzerland. 


STORY OF HIS CAREER. 


English Newspapers Praise Te- 
nacity with Which He De- 
fended His People, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO PRIBUNE.}, 

CLARENS, Switzerland, July 14.—Paul 
Kruger, former president of the Transvaal 
republic, died here at 8 o’clock this morning of 
senile pneumonia, caused by sclerosis of the 
arteries. His daughter and herhusband were 
the only relatives with him at-the time. He 
was 79 years of age. 

Mr. Kruger, “who was staying at the villa 
Du Boichet, had been gradually fafling for 
a long time, but he was able to attend to 
affairs, tread the newspapers, and received 
visitors until Saturday. A change .for.the. 
worse set in-on Sunday. He became uncon- 
scious on Monday and remained-so.until his 
death. 

On several occasions Mr. Kruger had.ex-. 
pressed a desire to be buried beside his wife 
in his own country. The British government 
will be asked-for permission’ to carry out his 
wish, 

Pathetic Figure in Burope. 

Those who saw Mr. Kruger a few weeks be- 
fore his death described him as being a 
pathetic figure of calm endurance. His eye- 
sight had dimmed but he sat much at times 
with his bible open before him, muttering 
well known passages. He avoided references 
to the Boer war, but when it was occasional- 
ly mentioned he showed no resentment apd 
expressed the belief that providence would 
eventually render justice to the Boer cause. 


Tributes. from English Press. 

LONDON, July 15,.3 a. m.—The announce- 
ment of Mr. Kruger’s death was the main 
feature of all the papers here. All the pa- 
pérs devoted editorials to the former presi- 
dent’s demise, refraining from anything 
denunciatory and speaking generously of his 
remarkable characteristics. The Westmin- 
ster Gazette said: | 

‘* Enough time has elapsed between the end 
of our-long struggle with Mr, Kruger and 
his death to enable us all to pay a sincere 
His stubborn con- 
servatism and tenacity to the lost cause was 
in many respects heroic.” ; 

The Pall Mali Gazette remarked: ‘“ Eng- 
lishmen can afford to.give him his due. His- 
tory will be unable to deny that he was a. 
great man,” | 

The* Evening Standard said: ‘“‘A great 
figure has now passed finally from the 
world’s stage. However baneful an influ- 
ence he may have exercised on the affairs 
of south Africa, ‘most Englishmen will cer- 
tainly concede that his abilities entitled him 
to the fullest measure of respect.”’ 

The story of-the life of Paul Kruger is the 
history of the Boer republics in south Africa. 
Stephanus Johannes Paulus Kruger, for 
that is his full name—though even to state 
documents he never signed anything but the 
Paul—was born in Cape Colony in 1825. 
With his father and family he took part in 
the great trek of 1834-'36. ‘This was an 
exodus of more than 6,000 Boers from Cape 
Colony, after that country had been con- 
quered, by the British. In despair of living 
where they were in constant jeopardy from 
the natives, and, as they claimed, persecuted 
by the English, these Dutch and Huguenot 
farmers_resolved to abandon their homes 
and establish a new colony in the Interior of 
Africa. 

First Trek Into a Wilderness. 

This first *‘ trek "of the Boers marked the 
beginning of Paul Kruger’s lifelong hatred 
for England and Englishmen. Those who 
made that memorable exodus transmitted to 
their descendants bitter memories of much 
suffering from hunger, thirst, and perils from 
wild beasts, and still more merciless sav- 
ages, who again and again massacred men, 
women, and children. Ty 


First War with England. 


These were incidents of his boyhood. The 
stories of his warfare against the Zulus, 
Basutos, and Matabele would fill Golumns;: 
but through all the storm and stress of sav- 


until 1881, when the hardy Boers again found 
themselves under the shadow of the hated 
British flag. 

Then Paul Kruger led the Boers in re- 
bellion. As provisional president and com- 
mander in chief he led the burgers into bat- 
tle with the English and won. For after 
Majuba hill the English retired and the Boer 
republic was free. 


| His Political Career. 

Kruger's political career began in 1872, 
when he entered the executive 6r cabinet of 
the raad, under President Burgers, a weak 
diplomatist, who in the end found Kruger 
much too strong willed for him. During the 
British occupation in 1880-'81 Kruger held 
a post in the civil service, but he early began 
plotting for the overthrow of British su- 
premacy. He was one of the famous trium- 
virate, with Pretorius and Joubert, when the 
Transvaal regained its independence’ after 
Majuba hill. 

In 1882 he was elected president of the re- 
public, was reélected for a definite period of 
five years in 1883, and was reélected at the 
end of each term of five years after that~— 
namely: in 1888, 1898, and 1898. At the last 
election he was nearly defeated by his old 
friend and rival, Gen. Joubert, who stood for 
more progressive ideas, and would have 
been elected but for.the irritation and hatred 
against England aroused among the Boers 
by that colossal mistake, the Jameson raid. 


Cecil Rhodes His Rival. 

As president of the Transvaal républic 
s.ruger fixed upon Cecil Rhodes ag the one 
great enemy of the Boer people. The Boers 
discovered diamonds at Kimberley. It was 
Cecil Rhodes, the master mind of Cape Col- 
ony, who seized the district, before Kruger 
could-move. The Boers prepared to seize the 


with his soldiers were there first. The Boers 
sought to gain a foothold on the Zambezi— 
Ceeil Rhodes outstripped him. 

A clash between Cecil Rhodes and Paul 
The discovery of 
gold on the Rand precipitated it—and then 
came the Jameson raid, with its disaster to 
the English and the first triumph for Kruger. 


_ Overthrow of Boer Republics. _ 

Then came the war with England and the 
final overthrow of the Boer’ republics. 
Kruger prepared for it five years. He be- 
lieved it was inevitable,-and he bought rifles 
and cannon in France and Germany and 
armed his people for a struggle which he 
afterwards declared would be so serious that 
the cost of the destruction of liberty in south 
Africa woul stagger humanity. 

When Lord Roberts crushed the Boer re- 
publics and raised the British flag over Blom- 
fontein and Pretoria, his armies scattered, 
his generals killed or In captivity, his power 
gone, the homes of his people in ashes— 
Kruger took his last look at his native land 
exiled himself to Europe in the vain hope 
of securing aid from nations whom he mis- 
takenly believed were the enemies of his 
enemy. 

Kruger found an enthusiastic welcome in 
France but no aid. Germagy turned from 
him. No other door was open to him. 

In exile Kruger saw the last vestige of the 
two Boer republics swallowed up by the 
British empire. He gave.up all hope, all 
interest in life. He wasno longer the mighty 
hunter, the undaunted soldier, the dicta- 
40orial ruler of a free people—an autocrat over 
arepublic, He was only a ‘broken hearted old 
man waiting for death.

I have money, 
love, and friends, and life is Just as sweet as ever, 
but my incurable throat trouble causes me to 
suffer unendurable torture. 


‘Had Planned to Drown.

Dear Nettie: I am suffering so with my throat 
that I am desperate. You need not be surprised to 
learn at any moment that the end hascome. lam 
going to try the gas again. That failing, I shall 
go to Lincoln park. I have selected the spot 
where it is the deepest, and where there is not so 
much danger of béing seen ahd rescued. It is just 
under the east end of the high bridge in Lincoln 
park, in the lagoon.

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THE TRANSFER QUESTION. 

The plan of obtaining universal transfers 
on surface lines by means of a belt line run- 
ning around three sides of the congested dis- 
trict has some merits which commend it as 
a temporary solution of the vexed question 
Its practicability 
is not lessened by the apparently favorable 
reception accorded it by the representatives 
of the City railway company. The simplic- 
ity with which it disposes of all arguments 
that the traction companies have urged 
against other schemes is a point in its favor. 
It reduces the question of universal trans- 
fers to the single issue of the willingness of 
the companies to grant them. 

At first glance the belt route seems to be 
open to the criticism that it makes a person 
go around three sides of a square when his 
direct route would traverse but one. ‘The 
passenger going from north tosouth, or from 
south to north, would have to take an out 
of the way route and go three distances to 
gain one, but it has been pointed out that 


. this objection is met by the introduction in 


the tentative ordinance of a plan of using 


‘Dearborn street for routing traffic from the 


north to the south side, and vice versa. This 
would be the only class of travel which 
would suffer the inconvenience mentioned. 
Together with this proposed plan of utiliz- 
ing Dearborn street as a through route from 
north to south, the belt line is a proposition 
of considerable value. Its adoption rests 


- with the willingness of the two companies to 


make it a joint enterprise and to honor trans- 
fers. 

. The belt line proposed to the subcommit- 
tee by Mr. Yuille would cut every line run- 


ning into the congested district and would | 


earry passengers to the line to which they 
wished to transfer in order to reach their 
destination. It would save many of them 
the walk that would be necessary if they 
made the transfer from-terminal points in 
the congested district. It would relieve the 
downtown district of the through traffic. 
It would not promote trading in transfers, 


_ & traffic which would be unfair to the com- 


panies. The belt route would be a connect- 
ing link between the outer manufacturing 
and wholesale districts, and a valuable ac

THE STRIKE-—CAUSES AND EFFECTS. 

One of the packing managers said yester- 
day that if the strike was now arbitrated 
and the men went back to work there would 
be a greater feeling of mutual respect be- 
tween the employers and the employés at 
the stockyards than there ever; had been 
before. The route by which the manager in 
question was led to this statement can be 
understood from the following circum- 
stances: 

Michael Donnelly, the president of the 
union, has stood between his followers and 
a strike on many occasions. On several of 
these occasions his followers have ignorant- 
ly believed that he was standing between the 
packers and a strike, and that his motive 
was the packers’ welfare. His present ac- 
tion in calling a strike without flinching has 
restored him to the affection of many butch- 
ers who had doubted either his eourage or 
his honesty.. The first effect of the strike, 
therefore, is that the union is more firmly 
than ever in the hands of Michael Donnelly, 
who is a conservative and trustworthy man 
from al) points of view. 

The second effect of the strike is to be 
found in the morale of the rank and file 
unionists themselyes. The stockyards em- 

._ ploy6s have been gradually, and often se 
cretly, organized. They have not known 
exactly how strong their union was. They 
have not known how loyally they could 
stand together. Now they know. They 
have walked out with practical unanimity, 
have shouldered each other’s responsibili- 
ties, and, having done so, seemed to have 
acquired a consciousness of power which is 
as far as possible in tone from the helter 
skelter antics which previous stockyards 
strikers have exhibited. In other words, the 
steckyards union has found itself, and, it

THE WRECK AT GLENWOOD. 

“Somebody blundered.” That is the 
most precise explanation which can be given 
as yet of the terrible accident on the Chicago 
and Pastern Illinois railroad day before yes- 
terday. Somebody failed to take precau- 
tions which should have been taken. Either 
the crew of the freight train did not havea 
clear understanding that a north bound pas- 
senger train had been switched over to the 
south bound track, or after their train broke 
in two and they were trying to get straight- 
ened out they left undone something which 
ought to have been done to prevent an acci- 
dent. Some man, or several men, may have 
taken chances which, perhaps, they had 
often taken before without anything hap- 
pening. This time carelessness meant a 
long death roll. 3 

The coroner says he will make a thorough 
investigation to find out who was responsi- 
ble for the accident. That is what every 
coroner says under similar circumstances, 
but the public long ago became indifferent 
to the inquiries-enrfl findings of coroner’s 
juries, for it saw that nothing ever came of 
them. Nobody of high or low degree ever 
was punished. It is not likely that the in- 
vestigation of the Glenwood disaster will 
differ materially from investigations of pre- 
vious railroad accidents. 

All that can be expected is that the officers 
of the Chicago and Eastern Lllinois, which 
will have a heavy bill of damages to pay on 
account of the dead and wounded, will 
tighten the bonds of discipline, will force 
employés to obey rules always, will adopt 
additional precautions, and make the recur- 
rence of an accident like that of day before 
yesterday almost impossible. Perhaps the 
block system, whose use is said to have 
been abandoned when the road became a 
part of the ’Frisco road, will be reintro- 
duced. 

American roads do not take sufficient pre- 
cautions. They may “ point with pride” 
to the fact that in the last year for which 
statistics have been compiled, only one pas- 
senger was killed out of every 1,957,441 car- 
ried. That will not allay the horror with 
which the people contemplate a succession 
of wrecks such as those at Midvale on the 
Brie road, at Litchfield, and at Glenwood. 
The people are not cold blooded enough to 
think in percentages. They see only the 
hundreds of men, women, and children 
killed or maimed in preventable accidents. 
The national and state governments must 
codperate to make travel on American rail 
ways safer thanitis. There is need of bet- 
ter cars on some roads, of better signal sys- 
tems on others, and of more rigid discipline 
on nearly all of them. | 

There is reason to believe that some rail- 
road men think too little of the safety of 
passengers. The chief engineer of signs of 
one great road says there are instances 
where trains “ have to run by signals that 
are in a ‘stop’ position in order to do the 
business of the road,” and that if those 


trains were ¢ alled to stop “ the business 
of the com yuld not be conducted with 
proper disp —there would be “ delays 
to traffic.” It is better that traffic should 


be delayed often\than that every now and 
then a carload or two of passengers should 
be killed. There should be no trusting to 
luck in running railroad trains. 


“PRESIDENT IN RESERVF.” 

Porfirio Diaz, who is now 74 years old, has 
been reélected president of Mexico for a 
term of six years. A year ago the constitu- 
tion was amended to create the office of vice 
president. The man chosen to fill it is Ra- 
mon Corral, who has been successively dele- 
gate to congress from Sonora, vice governor 
and governor of the state, governor of the 
federal district, and minister of the interior. 
He may remain a member of the cabinet, for 
there is nothing for a vice president to do 
while the president is on duty. 

Corral’s name is not familiar to Ameri- 
cans, in spite of the many important offices 
he has filled. The two Mexicans of whom 
the most has been said are Diaz and Liman- 
tour, his secretary of finance. But Ameri- 
cans are likely to hear more of Corral in the 
next few years. At the timeof his selection 
for his latest office Diaz called him a “ pres- 
ident in reserve.” That was a pretty strong 
hint that he is to be “ the coming man.”’ 

Diaz is an old man. His duties begin to 
weigh upon him.» He would like to seek 
recreation in travel. He wishes to visit the 
United States and Europe. It is generally 
believed that long before his present term 
of office is at an end he will place the affairs 
of the republic in Corral’s hands. The Mex- 
ican constitution provides that in the event 
of the death, resignation, or absence from 
the country of the president his duties shall 
devolve on the vice president. It may be 
that Diaz will get leave of absence from. 
congress, and thus give Corral an oppor- 
tunity to see how well he can manage mat- 
ters. He has had good training, and Mexico 
today, thanks to Diaz, is a much easier 
country to govern than it was when that 
capable man took charge of it. It ought to 
be possible, after so many years of un- 
troubled peace, for a less able man than 
Diaz to maintain Mexican progress and 
keep the country from relapsing into its old 
revolutionary ways.

His first duty was toward God. His sec- 
ond was toward Rhodes.

Colony hidebound, and of ultimately seizing 
Delagoa bay (on the east coast), and all this 
without sixpence in his treasury?’ Recent 
history presents no more impressive, and at | 
the same time no more satirical, spectacle 
than that of these two stupendous charac- 
ters eying each other, the one with the dis- 
gust which he thought territorial greed de- 
served, and the other with the sympathetie 
admiration due to the reflection of his own 
traits. 

The reflection was dimmer than Rhodes 
thought. For Rhodes represented educa- 
tion, mobile capital, industrial development, 
and the adjustment of all the fragments of 
the world into one commercial machine. A- 
future of this kind wae beyond Kruger’s

to me of gold. Every ounce of gold taken 
from the bowels of our soil will have to be 
weighed up with rivers of tears.”

| ties and in economics an agrarian. Now, 
' expansion is not in our days the policy of 
agrarian states. Kruger was, therefore, 
the exact antithesis of an expansionist, and 
if he had designs on Walfisch bay and on 
Delagoa bay he wae actuated not by the 
colossal conceptions of world tendencies 
that were habitual to Rhodés but by a de- 
sire to erect a barrier against those tenden- 
cies. For the accomplishment of such an 
end he was willing to make a temporary use 


was willing to fight expansion with expan- 
sion. But he remained by fundamental in- 
clination an agrarian, waving the industrial 
world aside, cultivating his farm, praising 
God, and hoping that the industrial eddies 
whirling around the Transvaal would never 
engulf it. 

The vanity of such a hope was appropri- 

ate to a man who thought that the world 
was flat. If the Boers had been able to dig 
gold and diamonds, to embark on industrial 
activities, and to develop the resources of 
their country for themselves, they would 
have held the Transvaal by right of use. 
They themselves would have fitted the 
Transvaal into the international] commercial! 
machine. They preferred, with Kruger at 
their head, to believe that a community, 
simply because it wishes to do so, can keep 
out of that machine. The Chinese stil] en- 
tertain a similar opinion. 
. Kruger’s ultimate epitaph is likely to be 
this: “ He fought social and economic evo- 
lution with the weapon of persona! prefer- 
enee. If evolution could weep, it would.”

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LETTER OF MAROQUISE DE FONTENOY

ORD WALTDER KERR, who has just 

been promoted by King Edward to be 

admiral of the fleet, a rank which is 

the naval equivalent of field marshal 

in the army, is a Roman Catholic and 
a son of the seventh marquisof Lothian, He 
became a convert through the influence of 
his mother, who had previously joined the 
Roman Catholic church, and two of his 
brothers, as well as two of his sisters, fol- 
lowed his €xample, much to the anger of their 
father. 

The lords of Lothian are descended in a 
direct line from the last Roman Catholic 
abbot of Newbattle Abbey, a prelate who 
forsook the church of Rome at the time of the 
reformation, and joined the Protestant 
church. Wedding Lady Helen Leslie, he re- 
tained possession of both the abbey and the 
lands of the monastic order, of which he had 
until then been the head, and which had been 
gifted by King David I. of Scotland to the 
White monks of the Cistercian order several 
hundred years previously. Not content with 
absolving himself from his vow of celibacy, 
the abbot coolly pulled down the monastery 
and the stately abbey which formed part 
thereof, and made use of the material to 
build himself a country seat on the self-same 
site. 


Lord Walter's mother, that is to say, the 
wife of the seventh marquis, after her con- 
version to Roman Catholicism, felt so uneasy 
at living in a mansion, or rather a castle, built 
in so impious a manner that she proceeded to 
Rome and confided her scruples and fears 
about the matter to the then pope. ‘“ Re- 
main quietly where you are without worrying 
yourself, my daughter,” was the kindly 
response of old Pius IX. 

But Lady Lothian would not be comforted 
until she had obtained from his holiness a 
document bearing his sign manual, author- 
izing both herself and her children to occupy 
their Scottish home in peace, This papal 
permit is now preserved at Newbattle among 
the family archives of the lords of Lothian 
in the same case which contains the original 
documents confirming the grant of New- 


battle by King David I. to the Cistercian: 


monks. 

The present marquis of Lothian, a nephew 
of Lord Walter, may be said to owe his suc- 
cession to the family honors and estates 
to the tragic death tn Australia of his elder 
brother. The latter, who had gone out to the 
antipodes as A. D. C. to Lord Jersey, the 
governor of New South Wales, was out duck 
shooting with the Hon. Rupert Leigh and 
Wilbraham Edwards, when the latter’s horse 
began to buck violently. This caused his 
gun to go off, the charge striking Lord 
Ancrum in the back of the head, killing him 
instantly. 

Besides Newbattle Lord Lothian has a 
country seat in Norfolk, known as Blickling 
hall, which is celebrated as the birthplace 
of Queen Anne Boleyn, the ill fated consort 
of King Henry VIII. and mother of Queen 
Elizabeth. According to local tradition the 
mangled remains of Queen Anne rested in a 
chest.in Sawle church, hard by, where her 
father, Sir Thomas Boleyn, and so many 
ef her ancesters are buried. This chest has 
never been opened. It seems that Sir Thomas 
Wyatt, the poet, and reputed lover of the un- 
fortunate queen, obtained possession of her 
remains after her execution, and conveyed 
them secretly to her birthplace for inter- 
ment. Needless to add that her ghost haunts 
not merely Blickling hall but also the entire 
country side. She is said to wander about 
the corridors and up and down the grand 
staircase of the hall, carrying her head in her 
hands, while at times she rides at midnight 
through the grounds in a coach drawn by 
four headless steeds, driven by a headless 
coachman. All are heavily draped in black, 
and the queen is seated in the carriage hold- 
ing her head in her lap. 

The people of the district likewise insist 
that there is a headless black dog which 
roams through the lanes between the church 
and the-hall after dark, and which 1s sup- 
posed to be the forerunner of a death in the 
family of the person who meets it.

Emperor Nicholas is, I hear, about to con- 
fer a tit.e and a name upon the morganatic 
wife of his uncle, the grand duke Paul, with- 
out, however, restoring as yet to the latter 
any of the military offices and dignities of 
which he was so summarily deprived at the 
time when he scandalized the court of St. 
Petersburg by compelling his aid de camp, 
Col. Pistelkers, to divorce his wife in order 
that he, Paul, might marry her. At the 
present moment the lady is without any 


name or title, and at Kissingen, where sheis. 


now staying with the grand duke, she is en- 
tered on the visitors’ list as ‘‘ Olga Valder- 
jlanowna.” This is awkward for all those 
who are brought into contact with her, andit 
is in order to remedy this in a measure that 
the czar is about to create her a baroness, at 
the same time endowing her with a name. 

At the time when Grand Duke Michael 
married Countess Merenberg in defiance of 
the late czar’s commands, her uncle, the 
grand duke of Luxemburg, conferred upon 
her the title of Countess Torby, and she thus 
was spared much of the unpleasantness that 
has fallen to the share of Grand Duke Paul’s 
beautiful wife. 


King Humbert has now been dead just four 
years, yet so well were his remains embalmed 
at the time of his murder that his appearance 
has remained entirely unchanged in a perfect 
state of preservation. King Victor Emman- 
uel was able to assure himself of this the 
other day, when the corpse of Humbert was 
transferred from the temporary tomb in the 
Pantheon to the magnificent sarcophagus, 
in which he is henceforth to Ile. After 
the celebration of mass, the service for the 
dead was recited by the clergy, and then the 
coffin, which had been brought into the 
center of the Pantheon, was opened, in order 
that the prime minister, Sig. Glolitt!, as 
crown notary, might certify to the identity 
of the defunct monarch. Victor Emmanuel 
remained immovable for a long time, gazing 
on the remains of his father, the royal body 
guard of culrassiers saluting in the meantime 
with- their sabers. Then the priest pro- 
nouhced the benediction, the coffin was re- 
closed and resealed. and placed by twelve 
noncommissioned officers of the bodyguard 
in its new and final resting place.

Houghton, Mifflln & Co. report that their 
limited Riverside Press edition of ‘‘ The Old 
Manse’ by Nathaniel Hawthorne is already 
exhausted.

American women. They are “Sir Morti- 
mer,’ by Mary Johnston; ‘‘ Rulers of Kings,” 
by Gertrude Atherton; and ‘“‘ Memoirs of a 
Baby,’ by Josephine Daskam.

Paul Kruger, ‘Once a Heroic Figure. 


Stories in Career of a 


Man Who Delayed the March ics 
Empire. 


TEPHENUS JOHANNES PAULUS 

KRUGER, the last president of the 

Boer republic, was one of the empire 

builders of south Africa and the life- 

long enemy of Cecil Rhodes. For 
twenty-five years Kruger thwarted the am- 
bition of Cecil Rhodes and delayed the march 
of thé British empire from Cape Colony 
north toward the equator. 

He lived long enough to see the death of 
his greatest enemy and to witness, in lonely 
exile, the triumph of the greatest foe of his 
people. In his life he was one of the world’s 
rugged, heroic figures. ‘In his death he was 
still a world figure, pathetic in his loneliness, 
an exile by his own choice. 

Of Paul Kruger much has been written 
about his wonderful feats of endurance, his 
fearlessness as a lion hunter, his marvelous 
strength, his bravery as a soldier, his ability 
as a ruler, his skill as a diplomat. 
more might have been written. 


His Unique Personal Appearance. 

In personal appearance “‘ Oom Paul ” could 
not be called handsome. He was over 6 feet 
high, but fat and unwieldly, and had a wad- 
dling walk. His face was dull, flabby, and ex- 
pressionless. His small, bleared eyes were 
balf hidden by the heavy lids. Long, thin, 
straggling hair covered hishead. Heshaved 
his chin and upper lp, but allowed an untidy 
fringe of hair to grow all round his face. In 
dress he was slovenly and careless. He was 
a good enough talker, a better listener. 
When ready for an interview he Hghted a 
long clay pipe and puffed at it frequently and 
vigorously. It was only when he spoke that 
the naturally determined character and 
shrewd, hard headed common sense of the 
man came out. He was credited with pos- 
sessing more power of dogged resistance, 
combined with daring adventure, than any 
of the other Boer leaders. 


How He “‘ Got Religion.” 

Kruger was one of the most religious 
of men. He was brought up in a pious Dutch 
family and was never a bad boy, but it is 
| said that many years ago, when Kruger was 
a young married man, he “ got religion” in 
a most striking and characteristic way. One 
day he handed an open bible to his wife and 
asked her to read several chapters which he 
had marked. While she was reading he left 
the house. For several days he was missing 
and finally a party of friends went out to 
look for him. They came back without 
trace of the missing man, only reporting that 
they had heard some one singing far off on 
the mountains. A day or two later another 
searching party went out. This time they 
found Kruger in a condition of almost com- 
plete exhaustion, having gone entirely with- 
out food or water during his absence. He 


himself in prayer. 


Austerity of His Religion. 


Kruger’s religious creed was austere but 
simple. Whatever God sends is right and 
must be endured withouta murmur. If death 
comes it is right and there must be no un- 
seemly mourning. If there is a famine, all 
right. If there is a drought or if plagues 
afflict, all right still. All this is God's will. 

In 1894 there was a locust plague in the 
Transvaal. The locusts came in thousands 
and tens of thousands. Their coming dark- 
ened the sky. They ate up everything. The 
farm crops were destroyed, but Oom Paul for- 
bade them to be killed. 

* It is the will of God that the locust should 
come,” said he. So they lived and thrived 
until .there became several generations of 
locusts in the Transvaal. 


_ Famed as a Mighty Hunter. 

It was in his boyhood and early manhood 
that Paul Kruger achieved his fame first as 
a mighty hunter and afterwards asa soldier. 
He lived constantly in danger from savage 
beasts and still more savage men. He killed 
his first big game when 7 years old and slew 
his first ion when he Was only 11. : 

The stories told of his strength and prowess 
as a hunter are many and marvelous. When 
a boy of 16 he was sent by his father to take 
home an empty oxcart and span of oxen. 
With him went his little sister. “ Paul,’ 
said his father at parting, “ take good care 
of your sister.”’ 

Five miles from home a full grown panther 
sprang from the bush. The frightened oxen 
bolted, nearly upsetting the two wheeled 
cart arid throwing out the little girl. In- 
stantly Paul jumped after her, and, though 
unarmed, grappled with the panther. He 
seized the beast by the throat and by main 
strength strangled it to death. Then, 
though torn and bleeding from the wounds 
inflicted by the beast during the contest, he 
carried his sister home in safety. This ex- 
ploit, says his historian, made him the hero 
of the Transvaal. 


Like a Page from “‘Quo Vadis.” 


Once, when he was chasing a buffalo bull 
and his horse had brought him close to the 
game, the buffalo stumbled and fell into a 
waliow filled by recent rains from a muddy 
pool. Unable to check his speed, the horse 
followed, and with his rider fell in a heap on 
the bull. Not for an instant did Kruger lose 
his presence of mind. He sprang from his 
horse, and, seizing the horns of the buffalo. 
twisted the head so as to bring the nose and 
mouth of the animal under water. There he 
held it by main force, himself astride of the 
buffalo, until it was drowned.

How He Ended a Famine. 

Once upon a time, before the Transvaal 
Was a republic, there was a famine in the 
land and a party of hunters was organized 
to seek for hartebeeste. For days the 
search was in vain. Then Paul Kruger, who 
was one of the party, announced his Inten- 
— of retiring into the bush to pray for

Taking a native he left the party, and after 
an absence of several hours returned and 
told his comrades that he had prayed and 
that In three days’ time the Lord would send 
them game in plenty; all they had to do was 
to wait for its arrival and slay it when it 
came. Sure enough, two days later the 
promised game appeared in sight, and the 
hunters had great store of meat to take home. 

From that moment Kruger was a greater 
hero than ever, and was regarded as spe- 
cially favored by the Lord.

doing you are shirking and are missing an 
important opportunity. Do not think that if 
the children have golf, and tennis, dnd cro- 
quet, and ball that they are fully provided 
tet they need something more, something 


Arrange a program—as elastic and as 
adaptable as you please, but have a definite 
daily outline of duties, some easy lesson— 
music or language, reading and diversions.

BELGIAN COURT BRINGS EXHIBIT

Animals Selected by Royal Command 
Will Be Kept at Naperville to Be Con- 
ditioned Before Being Taken to St. 
Louis—Com missioner Is Husband of 
a Chicago Countess, Whom He Met 
While Both Were Engaged in Red 
Cross Work in Cuba. 


Count Albert Van Schelle, special commis- 
sioner of agriculture of Belgium, has ar- 
rived in Chicago in charge of two car ioads 
of Belgian draft horses which King Leopold 
will place on exhibition at the St. Louis ex- 
position. There are sixteen stallions and 
thirteen mares, each weighigg more than a 
ton. 

The horses now are temporarily quartered 
at the Oakhurst farm of William R. Goodwin 
at Naperville, and will remain there until 
Aug. 20, when they will be shipped to 8t. 
Louis. It is proposed to place them in com- 
petition with the American bred animals at 
the exposition horse show, which opens 
Aug. 22. 

The horses brought for exhibition were se- 
lected by a special committee appointed by 
the Belgian government with the sanction 
‘of King Leopold.

By the hard work of commission houses In 
advising the country to keep stock away dur- 
ing the prevalence of the strike, the receipts 
yesterday were kept down to less than 200 
cars, and included only 2,000 cattle, 8,000 
hogs, and 3,000 sheep. The markets were of 
the same character as on previous days since 
the strike began. The demand was confined 
strictly to the city butcher and shipper trade.

‘The gen- 
eral disposition was to think Coburn’s sensa- 
tional neport on Kansas conditions generally 
exaggerated, though some of the best in- 
formed dealers on change still think Kansas 
has lost 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 bu’of wheat on 
account of the floods. 

A prominent Missouri Pacific official, after a 
trip over his lines, said confidentially that he 
thought 50 per cent of the wheat crop was lost. 
On the other hand. J. R. Koontz, general freight 
agent of the Atchison road, after a trip over the 
state, declares that Kansas will yet harvest 70,- 
000,000 bu of wheat, a shrinkage in his judgement 
of 17,000,000 bu from the yield promised before 
the rains came. He admits 53O per cent loss in 
some sections. 

The truth is, say those who know, that it is ut- 
terly impossible for any one to tell what the losses 
have been until enough wheat is thrashed to give 
an idea of the proportion that will shatter out of 
the heads. If Secretary Coburn’s correspondents 
are right in their estimates, the state’s crop will 
not much exceed 50,000,000 bu, and if that much 
damage has been done in Kansas, the losses in 
Missouri and Nebraska have been underestimated, 
and the crop of winter wheat west of the Mis- 
sissippi river will be 50,000,000 bu less than in- 
dicated by the government report of conditions 
on July 15. Some rains fell this morning in cen- 
tral Kansas but not enough to seriously interfere 
with the harvesting.

Nebraska Wheat Crop Less. 


Neb., July 14.—[Special.]—No state 
in Nebraska gathers crop statistics. Grain 
men who gather reports from the grain belt of the 
(State and who have been active in securing informa- 
tion during the last few days estimate the damage 
done by rust, blight, and heavy winds, accom- 
panied by rain, at 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 bu, re- 
ducing the yield from 45,000,000 bu last year to 
less than 385,000,000 bu this year.

United States. There is a general belief a 
stronger situation will develop abroad. The 
following summary of general conditions of 
demand and supply the world over in the 
Liverpool Corn Trade News of June 28 pre- 
sumably presents the trade views which re- 
sulted in sharp advances in foreign markets 
about the first of the month; “ It appears 
certain now that the spring has been an un- 
favorable one tn the southeast and parts of 
the southwest of Russia, in eastern Germany, 
in Hungary, and in the northern part of the 
Balkan peninsula. It is true that the com- 
plaints in some cases. are mostly regarding 
the rye or the oats crop, but this is due prob- 
ably to the fact that these are the more im- 
portant crops in some of the districts, but 
few will believe that the wheat crop can 
have escaped injury when the winter rye 
crop has suffered. From al] the evidence 
now available it appears certain that Euro- 
pean consumers will next season again be 
importers of foreign grain on a large scale, 
and that a greatergquantity than usual will 
have to be drawn ffom ex-Huropean sources 
of supply. The Euxine during the current 
cereal year has exported, or will have by the 
end of next month, about 196,000,000 bu, 
which just equals the record of the season 
1895-"96. During the coming season it is 
fairly safe to assert that the quantity ob- 
tainable from the Euxine will not amount 
to 160,000,000 bu, and may not even come 
within 40,000,000 bu of that quantity. 

“ Austria~Hungary instead of being an ex- 
porter on balance of about 5,000,000 bu will 
probably be an importer of 800,000 bu or 
more. These two deficiencies will leave Bu- 
rope dependent upon outside sources of sup- 
ply for 50,000,000 bu, and-perhaps 88,000,000 
bu more than was the case during the season 
just ending. During that time India will 
have contributed 56,000,000 bu, Argentina 
over 80,000,000 bu, Australia 28,000,000 bu. 
These are all substantial quantities, and the 
question arises whether they can he mate- 
rially enlarged during the ensuing twelve 
months. India, we know, still has a substan- 
tial share of her crop to market, probably 
about 65,000,000 bu, but the Argentine and 
Australian surpluses are hypothetical quan- 
tities almost solely contingent upon the re- 
sults of the crops which are just being plant- 
ed. These three shippers will have contrib- 
uted in the aggregate over 160,000,000 bu in 
the twelve months ending the 3let prox., how 
much more are they likely to be able to ship 
next season? The remaining large sources 
of supply are the United States of America 
and Canada. The latter is promising well 
and estimates of the crop to be harvested 
next August are already running. to big fig- 
ures, but the most this grower has ever been 
able to market is $2,000,000 bu, and if this 
quantity should be increased by 50 or even 100 
per cent, a most unlikely event, there would 
still be a considerable deficiency for the 
states to make good.” ; 


Exports of wheat and flour from this coun- 
try for the month of June form the smallest 
total of any month in over a quarter of a 
eentury, or since the United States came into 
prominence as an exporter of breadstuffs. 
They were only 458,500-bu wheat and 679,992 
bris flour, a total, reduced to wheat, of 
8,518,464 bu. For the twelve months ending 
June 30 exports of wheat were 44,158,744 bu, 
compared with 118,454,452 bu the preceding 
year, and of flour 16,729,550 bris, compared 
with 19,442,780 bris the previous year, a total 
export of wheat and flour of 119,441,719 bu, 
comrpared with 200,046,962 bu the year of 
1902-’03. In spite of this falling off of 81,-

New Clearing House Rules. 


The Chicago Clearing House association 


has followed the course of the New York and 
other associations and made its members 
responsible for all items sent through the 
clearing house. Bearing on this the follow- 
ing resolution has been adopted: 

"In case of all items, whether restrictively 
indorsed or otherwise, sent through the ex- 
changes by members of the association, the 
member sending the item shall be deemed 
and held as guaranteeing the authenticity 
of all indorsements thereon. And if such 
guaranty do not expressly appear it shall be 
implied.” | 

The association has also de¢lared by res- 
ohution that gold sent to the clearing house 
in payment of debit balances which shall 
be taken to the subtreasury and redeemed 
shall have any loss due to abrasion charged 
against the “sealing’’ bank—that is, the 
bank which originally puts up the package 
of gold and seals it for delivery. It has been 
the custom for such packages to be used in 
payments of balances and to be passed 
around from one to two years. 

In that length of time considerable loss will 
ensue from abrasion and the resolution pro- 
vides that such loss shall be borne by the 
issuing bank instead of the receiving one. 
The gold is deposited with the subtreasurer, 
who, after weighing it, may either collect 
the difference between the face value and 
actual weight through the clearing house or 
from the “ sealing” bank direct. Subtreas- 
urer Williams says, however, that there is 
no obligation on the part of the subtreasury 
to pay its debit balances in gold certificates. 
When, however, gold is redeemed by any 
member of the clearing house it will receive 
in payment gold certificates. 


Oakland National Bank. 


‘The Oakland National bank, in common 
with some of the smaller national institutions, 
has openea a savings department, paying on 
deposits therein the usual 8 per cent. It 
cannot limit the time which such deposits 
must remain in order to draw interest, but 
specifies that if allowed to remain the interest 
rate named will be paid. All deposits neces- 
sarily are demand. 

The Oakland's deposits of all kinds yester- 
day were roundly $760,000, against $560,000 
one year ago, a gain of 35 per cent.

E. A. Shanklin and Dr. Stephen W. Jacobs, 
alleged operators of “ wildcat,” or fraudulent ° 
insurance companies, yesterday were ‘held to 
the federal grand jury. Each furnished $3,000 — 
bonds. 

Jacobs waived_-examination before United 
States Commissioner Foote and the govern- 
ment’s only witness against Shanklin was 
Mrs. Bessie Taylor, whom he had employed |. 
asa stenographer. The evidence brought out } 
the fact that Mrs. Taylor’s slander sult | 
against Shanklin has been dismissed on pay~ © 
ment of $300. The woman testified Shankiin 
represented the North American Insurance 
company, the Interstate, and Citizens’, all of 
Chicago, and the Great Britain Insurance 
corporation. American Underwriters, Citl- 
zens’ Underwriters, Great. Western Under- 
writers, and Royal Standard Underwriters. 

Mrs. Taylor de@Mared Shanklin had told hér 
his companies were “ wildcats,”” having but 
small assets, these being deposited in the 
Merchants’ bank, conducted by Dr. Jacobs, 
She said that as treasurer of the Belmont 
Golf club Shanklin placed tts insurance and 


‘Informed his office force that he would not 


use his companies, as he would have to pay 
a claim.in casé of loss. 

Mrs. Taylor said she prepared the circulars 
sent out from Shanklin’s office and handled 
ail his correspondence. She recited incidents 
in case of specific losses, holding it was 
Shanklin’s plan to evade payments unless he 
could secure enough new premiums from fhe . 
locality of the fires to meet-the policies. 

The witness declared Shanklin paid the offf- , 
cers of his “‘ companies "* $5 a month for the 
use of their names. She also said several 
testimonials: from supposed loss claimants 
were bogus. 

On cross examination by Attorney Morrig 
Rosenthal, Shanklin endeavored to impeach 
the testimony of Mrs. Taylor. 

Postoffice Inspector Ketcham has secured 
the arrest of W: M. Cowell, president of the 
Wisconsin Insurance Agency company of — 
Kenosha, Wis., which formerly had an office 
in Chicago. He charged the concern with 
writing wildcat’’ Insurance.
